Compared with most countries, Canada has been free from serious in- 
dustrial disturbances resulting in strikes and lockouts. In this respect, 
indeed, the Dominion has been most fortunate, and it is not only a matter | 
‘for natiénal congratulation, but it speaks well for the saneness, common- 
aense and general goodwill prevailing in this country, and an indication of 
the fair-mindedness of both employer and eniployee. 

Recently, however, the printers of Regina went on strike to enforce 
compliance with certain demands made by them and which the employing 
printers felt constrained to refuse to grant in view of present, business con- 
‘ditions and. the steady decrease in living costs now taking’ place. Among 
the démands made by’ the journeyman printers was that a 44-hour week 
should be adopted but that the old scale of pay for 48‘hours work should be 
continued. Other démands were for the adoption of certain restrictive | 
shop rules which would have the effect of decreasing production. 

One-stich rule was a further extension of a very vicious rule already in 
force-—-a rule which, while not benefitting.the worker, imposes a burden of 
expense, not on the employers, but on the general public, It is’a rule 
which makes a demand for the doing of positive and absolutely waste work. 
To explain::If a’merchant inserts an advertisement in a paper and at the 
samme time orders, say 500 or 1,000 copies run off as a poster, the Union rules 
prohibit the use of the same type for the double purpose. In other words, 
the identical job has. to be set up in type twice, whereas once would, and 
should, suffice... Thus double cost is entailed, and the public have to pay} 
for it. ©The Union is laboring under the crazy delusion that they are 
thereby creating work for printers and providing employment for a larger 

/number of men.’ They forget that as the workers constitute the great bulk 
of the buying public they themselves are forced to pay. for this waste. : 

As a matter of fact they are not creating more work and providing more 
employment; indeed expericnce has proven \hey are restricting both work | 
and employment, because by reason of the increased and unnecessary cost

Marconi Visualizes Raialis 
Of Wireless Control On 


Future 


Naval Warfare 


“The hountry with the most~ effi- 
cient. directional wireless is bound to 
win the next war. The rapidity with 
which expcriments: are succeeding in 
England in this phase of wireless con- 
trol will strrely result in a revolutian 
in modern ideas of naval warfare. 


“T had in mind a gigantic clash be- 
tween two manless navies in  mid- 
ocean, directed by unseen. hands: on 
the land or in the air. 


“The most efficiently directed navy 
is bound to drive the weaker navy 
from the seas and then the seaboard 
and bases of the latter wiJl be en- 
tirely at the mercy of the strongest.” 


Thus Senator Guglielmo Marconi, 
who has: just returned from a’ two 
months ‘cruise in. the Mediterranean 
on his yacht Electra, summed up the 
possibilities of this newest arm of the 
marvellous wireless achievements. 


“The possibilities along the line are 
so great that even I am afraid to say 
too much. No. one. knows its limit. 
Already scientists stand.-aghast at 
what the future may bring. — Expert- 
ments in England in directional wire- 
less are already successful in the em- 
bryonic stages, and are being so im- 
proved and becoming so much more 
efficient that daily.there.are new sur- 
prises. 

“T understand that America is so 

p impressed that the greater part of the 

summer naval manoeuvres will be de- 

voted to. furthering its knowledge of 
this most impoftant development by 
using ‘obsolete dreadnoughts diretted 
by wiréless as targets for attacks 
fromthe air.’ rf 

“It,can readily be seen that if. one 
ship can:be controlled in this manner 
the future manless navies aré simply 
a matter of time and development. 

“If a war ever comes. when this is 
perfected it will be more terrible than 
ever.” 

Marconi visualized monster manless 
battleships patrolling seas, controlled 
by master admirals speeding through 
space four or ‘five thousand’ feet in 
the air.. His description of what 
would happen if two of these navies 
of equal size should meet, automati- 
cally discharging their batteries of 

“ torpedoes, outdoes Jules Verne and 

ny H. G. Wells. 

i Now that the position of a. ship 
even two or’ three thousand miles 
distant is easily ascertainable — by 

_ land: wireless statiogs,’ Marconi ex- 
plained. the. possible use’ of a gigan- 
tic. super-torpedo, bigger than the 
largest submarine, with a radius of 
three thousand miles afd spp taining 
tons of explosive. 

“It will be easy: to discharge this 
monster weapon from land and di- 
rect it through the ocean until a tar- 
get is found... It would be worth 
while wasting many of these if one 
succeeded .in destroying an, enemy 
dreadnought,” said Senator: Mareoni.. 

The inventor characterized the 
whole field of wireless research as 
a fertile field for horrible develop- 
ment, saying: canes 

“At every stage of progress we are 
finding new and unexpected possibili-. 
ties, such, for instance, as the firing 
of batteries of guns on land ‘and sea 
by. wireless waves. 

“Of course, every evil possibility 
_directs counter-measures and the 
mysterious electric force in the air 
may be harnessed by defensive as well: 

> as offensive purposes ‘in war time.”

The report of the Veterinary Direc- 
tor-General recently issued covers 
two years, the first part for the year 
ending March 31, 1919, and the second 
part for the year énding March 31, 
1920, The health of Canada’s live! 
stock during both years is shown to 
have been highly satisfactory. In 

| fact it is easy to believe that Canada 
is the healthiest country in the world 
for all breeds of livestock. No eoun- 
try can claim to be absolutely free 
from ailthents in its cattle, horses, 
sheep and Swine any more:than it can 
that every human being is health-per- 
fect. But Canada, it is safe to as- 
sert, comes nearer to the, ideal state 
than any other land. None of the 
epizootic diseases that cause most 
anxiety to sanitary officials, such as 
foot and mouth diseases, cattle plague 
and contagious pleuro-pneumonia, are 
found within our borders. Diseases 
that do exist to a very limited extent, 
such as glanders, hog cholera, and 
cattle mange, the report shows are be- 
ing kept well under coftrol and are 
diminishing in number year by year. 
Glanders is proven to have existed 
only in Northern Sagkatchewan.. and 
Manitoba and in those provinces ex- 
tremely few cases are reported. All 
the. outbreaks; the Veterinary Direc- 
tor-General is able to state, have been 
efficiently dealt with and the disease 
eradicated. _ Where hog cholera and 
cattle menge have appeared vigorous 
‘action has immediately been~— taken 
with the result that contagion has 
been everywhere checked and districts 
entirely’ cleared. Regarding .° hog 
cholera, experience shows-that nearly 
all cases originate on premises where 
garbage i is fed. to the animals. Cook- 
ing, if properly done, is ‘stated to be 
an effectual safeguard. Full statis- 
tics are given in the report of the ac- 
tivities undertaken all over the coun- 
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try which indicate the remarkable re-. 


sults achieved. _A“marked increase is 
shown in the number of livestock in- 
spected for exportation in the year 
1919-20 compared with the previous 
year, the figures being 340,000 as com- 
pared with 100,000,

To Feed Hogs 


California Rancher Has Developed 
Gréat Labor Saving Scheme. 

F, E. Lewis, owner of the Diamond 
Bar Ranch in Los Angeles county, 
has developed a scheme whereby he 
can feed 5,000 hogs in sixty minutes. 
Two, men are required thus to_do the 
work of many men without the aid of 
machinery. Mr. Lewis has adapted 
4 broken down, railroad system to the 
uses of-his 8,000 acte ranch on which 
he raises many thousands of hogs and 
cattle. He purchased an engine and 
flat cars when the railroad went out 
of business, and from these he has 


fashioned his mechanical feeding 
plant. é 
He laid’ a’standard‘guage roadbed 


alongside his pens and ‘through his 
fields from rails the railroad didn’t 
need any longer. Then he contrived 
tank cars to carry the feed for the 
hogs, and a hose, running to the 
troughs in the pens. A system of 
paddles in motion keeps th€ feed 
stirred so that some of the hogs don’t 
get the fat while-others are getting 
the lean. 


The engine is run alongside the 


.pens at the rate of one mile an hour 


and the feed put into-the troughs 
without stopping the train. A super- 
annuated railroad engineer runs the 
old locomotive and another man oper- 
ates the feeding apparatus. 

Mr. Lewis has a different schemic 
for . feeding cattle. Instead of 
dumping the feed for them he merely 
fills up his flat cars that ‘have been 
changed a bit to fit the new uses, then 
runs them out into fields to stand 
there until the cattle empty, them. 
Then they are returned to the silos 
and the hay barns and refilled, thea 
out they go again, hauled by the de- 
crepit locomotive, to Stand in the 
field for the accommodation of the 
hungry" Fale.
